FBI able to restore 
deleted security video

Authorities have filed new 
charges — including involun- 
tary manslaughter — against 
previously uncharged individu- 
als in the death of Penn State 
University sophomore Timothy 
Piazza, based on recovery of de- 
leted video in the Beta Theta Pi 
fraternity house. 

Centre County District Attor- 
ney Stacy Parks Miller an- 
nounced those charges at a 
news conference Monday and 
said at least one fraternity mem- 
ber had been accused in connec- 
tion with deleting the video. 

In all, 12 previously un- 
charged fraternity brothers are 
accused of criminal offenses, 
and five of those suspects face a 
count of involuntary man- 
slaughter, the district attorney 
said. Five others already ac- 
cused in the case that generated 
national attention now face ad- 
ditional charges, she said.

The change means that 
46 percent of U.S. adults, many 
of them under the age of 45, now 
will be considered hyperten- 
sive. Under the previous guide- 
line, 32 percent of U.S. adults 
had high blood pressure.
